OUGLAS Mu&cLEAN’S new picture—which bears 
D the melodious title, “That’s My Baby”—is extremely 
uneven in quality. That is as much as to say that 
parts of it are funny, and other parts are not. 

Mr. MacLean has used, as the basis of his story, the 
familiar situation of a shy cOmedian who, to his intense 
embarrassment, has the care and feeding of an infant thrust 
upon him. This same gag has been employed by Francis 
Wilson, in “A Bachelor’s Baby”; by Charlie Chaplin, in “The 
Kid”; by Harold Lloyd, in “I Do,’ and by Syd Chaplin, in 
that grim Norse folk-drama, “Oh, What a Nurse!” 

It is an ancient idea, but it is still good for a great many 
laughs, and Douglas MacLean misses none of them. He’ 
pushes over into the realms of burlesque by using as the baby 
that ridiculous dwarf, Harry Earles, who will be remembered 
by every one who saw “The Unholy Three.” 

“That’s My Baby” is sufficiently comical to pass the enter- 
tainment test—but the fact remains that Douglas MacLean is 
capable of much better things than this. 


“ The Devil’s Circus ” 


HROUGHOUT the course of “The Devil’s Circus,” 

glowing promises are made, and then are not fulfilled. 
To begin with, “The Devil’s Circus” promises to be another 
“He Who Gets Slapped.” It isn’t, not by a long shot 
(technical joke). 





Benjamin Christianson, the director, has great imagination 
and a fine mastery of the camera, but he seems to lack 
sufficient artistic courage to finish what he starts.
